as circumstances will allow. The Croydon Railway thus furnishes 
the first step not only to our most fashionable watering-place, but 
aleo to Dover, Calais, Paris, and the continent generally; and 
viewed in thie, which is indeed ite proper light, becomes a work of 
much greater importance than the name of ite terminus might con- 
vey to those who are not familiar with the nature and design of our 
southern railways In addition to the engineering difficulties sur- 
mounted in this line, the directors have successfully encountered

neighbourhood wiil give them to the great market for their manu- 
factures, and the great centre of the business and commerce of the 
district. Another iron link is added to the chain of communica- 
tion, which "ere long will encircle in its wide embrace, we trust 
in bonds of union, the whole of our manufacturing and commer- 
cial towns and great sea-ports.” : 

We have the more pleasure in quoting these sensible and cha- 
racteristic remarks, as our Manchester contemporary dates his ar- 
ticle from a town, which, independently of standing unrivalled in 
point of wealth, manufactures, and population, may be considered 
as the great centre of railway experience in this country. It was 
here that our earliest railway terminated—from hence now diverge 
a greater number of these communications than from any oiher 
town in England, with the sole exception of the Metropolis. Man- 
chester has experienced the practical benefit of railways more than 
any other place, and her wealth and enterprise has contriouted in 
a very great degree to extend these benefits into other parts of the 
kingdom. For these reasons, then, we are disposed to set a high 
value upon an authority thus favourably located for witnessing the 
practical advantages which result from railway communication. 

The York and North Midland Railway has been rapidly pro-

metropolis.

We have not space on the present occasion to enter into the mi- 
nutia of the estimates of the “ Mining Engineer,” but as we have 
happened to fall on one item in his calculations, in which there ap- 
pears to us to be an error, we feel well satisfied that he will be 
obliged to us for pointing it out. 

In the calculation, showing a profit of 27,0001. per annum, 
arising from the land sale of coal, allowing that three times the 
quantity could be sold, for which there is at present a demand (a 
position we are not at all disposed to admit), it is assumed that the 
* minimum price of cval at pit's mouth” is 8s. 8d., while the cost 
is shown to 74 2d., thus leaving a profit of 3s. 6d., although it 
should be observed 2s. only is taken in the calculations refe to. 

If reference be made to the estimates themselves, as annexed to 
the prospectus, it will be seen that the produce of the coal seams, 
as coal and slack, gives only about 7s. 9d. per ton instead of Ss, 8d 
—and thus assuming that 270,000 tons per annum would be sold, 
a deduction of something like 12,500/. should be made from the 
profits. If we are right, this is an important feature, as showing 
that the estimates have not been carefully made; and if we can de- 
tect an error of this nature, we should be disposed to place but 
little reliauce on those items which form a grand total without 
details. 

The prospectus states that the price at pit’s mouth is &*. 8d. per 
ton, and that of slack 4s. per ton, the proportions being forty-eight 
tens of coal to twelve tons of slack—a point which we much doubt, 

ing from other collieries; however, admitting this, it will be 
found that the sixty tons so raised and sold would give on an ave- 
rage 7«. Od. per ton, and not S*. 8d. per ton—at which latter figure 
the estimates have been arrived at as the minimum price at which 
coal would be sold, the culm or slack not being taken into consi- 
deration by the “ Mining Engineer.”
